Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  1970.  This  report  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  No.  1/71. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  Estimate  the  population 
of  Wallsend  fell  slightly — the  figure  for  1970  was  46,940,  a  decrease 
of  180,  mainly  due  to  people  leaving  the  area  as  the  Birth  Rate 
and  Death  Rate  have  increased  and  decreased  respectively.  The 
Rates  adjusted  by  the  comparibility  factors  were  Births  16-5  per 
1,000  estimated  population  (15*42  in  1969);  Deaths  15*1  per  1,000 
estimated  population  (15*7  in  1969).  The  Infant  Mcrtality  Rate 
of  19-0  per  1,000  live  births  corresponds  to  18-0  for  England  and 
Wales. 

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases 
apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Measles  during  which  385  cases  were 
reported. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  Clean  Air  Programme  took  a  retro¬ 
grade  step  during  the  year  due  to  the  scarcity  of  certain  solid  smoke¬ 
less  fuels  when  two  areas  in  the  Borough  had  to  be  suspended  for 
12  months.  However,  work  on  the  No.  5  Smoke  Control  Area  went 
ahead  and  it  was  apparent  from  the  survey  that  the  abovementioned 
shortage  of  fuel  influenced  the  choice  of  appliances  in  that  most 
occupiers  showed  a  preference  for  gas. 

During  the  year  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  continued  as 
planned  when  Orders  were  made  for  40  dwellings.  Rehousing  for 
the  two  previous  Orders  comprising  225  dwellings  continued. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Northumberland,  for  his  permission  to  include 
details  of  services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in  Wallsend; 
Mr.  S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help,  Mr.  W.  Morrison,  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Health  Department  for  his  work  in  preparing  the 
figures  for  the  report,  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support  during  the 
year.

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

To  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard,  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made,  and  sources  of  impur¬ 
ities  dealt  with. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial  uses,  etc. 

There  are  now  only  2  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  which 
have  the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard. 
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The  following  report  was  received  from  A.  Hutchinson, 
F.R.I.C.,  Public  Analyst,  Newcastle,  on  a  sample  of  water  taken  on 
the  25th  September,  1970,  from  a  standpipe  in  a  yard  of  a  house 
in  Frank  Street,  Wallsend.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD— 1970 

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS 


One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office  in 
July,  1954  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14-storey 
block  of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in  July,  1961. 
This  is  in  Wallsend’s  first  smoke  control  area.  During  each  period 
of  24  hours  not  less  than  60  cubic  feet  of  air  from  outside  the  building 
is  drawn,  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump,  through  a  piece  of 
white  filter  paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling  tubes  containing 
diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the 
filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according  to  the  amount 
of  tarry  matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended 
in  the  atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke  stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables 
the  weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated. 
The  amount  is  expressed  in  microgrammes  of  smoke  particles  per 
cubic  metre  of  air  (28-349  grammes  =  1  ounce:  1  microgramme  = 
1  millionth  of  a  gramme:  1  cubic  metre  =  35-317  cubic  feet). 


Sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide  to 
form  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated 
daily  by  titration  with  standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount  of 
sulphur  dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  is  calculated.

DISINFECTION/DISINFESTATION 

Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a  motor  van 
for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall,  Wallsend, 
where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed. 

239  premises  were  dealt  with  and  in  addition,  43  lots  of  bedding 
and  180  blankets  were  dealt  with. 

Methods  employed  in  Disinfestation. — Infested  households 
were  treated  with  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  or  Gammexane  or 
Dieldrin  or  Malathion  or  Pybuthrin. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provides  two  public  swimming  baths  available 
to  the  public  all  the  year  round,  for  swimmers  of  both  sexes.  The 
water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and  maintained  at  a 
temperature  of  78-80°F.,  and  a  continuous  filtration  and  chlorin¬ 
ation  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  complete  change  over  of  the 
water  every  4  hours  in  the  large  pool,  and  every  2  hours  in  the 
small  pool.  A  Patterson  Engineering  Co.  Chlorinator  and  a  United 
Filter  Engineering  Displacement  Doser  are  installed  in  the  large 
and  small  pool  respectively,  maintaining  a  free  chlorine  standard 
of  1  to  2  parts  per  million  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilisation 
standard  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

2  Samples  a  month  were  taken  from  each  of  the  swimming 
pools,  i.e.,  the  Large  and  Small  Plunge  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  With  one

Proprietors  of  new  businesses  continue  to  rely  on  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  inform  them  of  their  obligations  under  the  Act, 
as  they  have  not  made  ^  themselves  familiar  with  the  provisions 
before  opening.  This  may  be  due  to  lack  of  publicity. 

In  this  Authority  lifts,  hoists  and  escalators  are  all  subject  to 
servicing  contracts  which  vary  from  quarterly  to  monthly  services. 
Reports  are  received  from  the  servicing  companies  usually  on  a  six 
monthly  basis  and  these  are  usually  checked  by  the  Insurance 
Companies  involved. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  remind  occupiers  of  their 
obligation  to  report  accidents.  So  far  as  is  known  no  accidents  have 
gone  unreported.
